Tliat y ear was a m ilestone in 
p o ttery history . 
At the U nited F'.ntes Po tters’ co n­ 
vention th at w inter a resolution was 
p assed to keep the shop s clean and 
as sanitary as p ossible 
One of the

Until th a t tim e East 
Liverp ool 
j had a p o ttery on virtually every 
; co rner and kilns instead of trees 
sp routed up in backy ards. W ith the 
p assing of the sm aller p o tteries went 
the final traces of a num ber of un­ 
desirable features of the early shop s. 
The m ost im p o rtant ones were child 
labor and unsanitary working co n­ 
ditions. 
Today the five leading p o tteries 
in the East Liverp ool district are 
the result of the m ergers that began 
17 y ears ago. 
The Homer Laughlin China Co. 
alone has 3.200 emp loy es on the 
p ay roll. 
In the "good old day s" when the 
average num ber emp loy ed in one 


p o ttery was about 200. it would re­ 
quire 15 or more of these potteries 
to equal the present employment 
list 
of Homer Laughlin company 
and quite a few more to equal it in 
p roduction. 
D uring 
the first three 
weeks of Ap ril this pottery shipped 
79 carloads of ware in addition to 
two sent daily by motor freight. 
Thus have the “ good old days” of 
p o ttery m anufacturing vanished for­ 
ever and in th eir 
place Is a local 
industry emp loy ing a greater num 
ber of adults, m aking 
more ware, 
p ay ing higher wages and 
occupying 
facto ries equip p ed w ith m echanical 
devices p roviding working 
conditions 
far bey ond the most exaggerated 
dream of the p io neer potter.
